NEWS NOTES. 


THE WEIGHT OF GOLD 


Jtlier members of the American 
re as follows; 


I The tragedy of the execution of Jo¬ 
seph lesurques, an innocent man, by 
the legal machinery of France In the 
eighteenth century is an incident re- 
| plete with pathetic phases. 

| Although l«eaurques was executed as 
I far Irnck as 1700. though his innocence 
, was established In 1801, though his 
I property was restored to the family in 
1824, the corps legisiatif, after the fnin- 
| Hy bad tried for over half a century to 
j have hl» memory judicially reUabllltnt- 
I cd, definitely refused in 18*W to |M>r- 
j form this last remaining act of Justice. 
The pedantry of French law' forbade 
the questioning of a Jury's verdict by 
, any one save the persou directly In¬ 
terested. But though the law has fall- 
I ed to remove the stigma ou the mime 
of an innocent man. literature aud 

I the draniu. have made him a popular 
hero. “The Lyons Mail." In which bl*i 
honor Is tnoroughly vindicated, has 
been one of the most popular of all 
I French melodramas, aud the combined 
; genius of Charles Read? and of llen- 
I rr Irving mude It one of the great sue 
j cesses of the modem English stage. 

Poor I-esurque*. who, when he per- 
j tailed ou the scaffold, was bat thirty- 
three years of age, was a good bus- 
; band, a good father and u good citizen. 

; He married in 179u Mile. Campion, a 
lady of respectable family In Doual 
j aud possessed of a handsome dowry. 
Their children therefore* were very 
young, aud It was in order to give 
them the benefit of a superior educa¬ 
tion that be relinquished a public ap¬ 
pointment at Doual aud came to Paris, 
there to live ou his own private for- 
! tune, which amounted to about 7.5UU 
fraura a year. He bail but Just arriv¬ 
ed in the capital and was superiutcud- 
iug the furnishing of his new home 
when the thunderbolt fell. 

On April 27, 171X1. the mail coach l»e- 
tween Lyons and Purls was attacked 
aud plundered, and the postilion and 
courier were murdered. There were no 
witnesses to the crime, but it was re- 
Itorted that a party of horsemen bad 
l>een seen In the vicinity at ai»out the 
time It was committed. These horse¬ 
men had taken dinner at an inn at 
Moutgerou. One of Lesurques’ friends 
named Guenot was arrested on aus 
pichm. and his private pu|>ers were 
seized. There was no evidence to hold 
.him on except thut he auswered the 
description of one of the siqqiosed 
murderers, and he was dismissed. Next i 
day he was told to call for Lis papers 
at the routral bureau. He was uc- j 
compuuied thither by Lesurques, an 
act of madness on the partner the lut- 
ter had he Iwen guilty. 

It happened that Just nt that time the 
Judge was taking the depositions of 
witnesses who lived iu the neighbor¬ 
hood of the scene of the murder. 
Among these were two maidservants 
of Montgerou, who uttered slmnltnne- 
ous screams at the appearance of the 
two friends. They were put Info the 
witness box aud swore positively that 
two of the horsemen were present in 
the uudlenee. When confronted with 
Lesurques and Guenot they itosltively 
identified them. Both were arrested 
and thrown into prison. At tlm trial 
four other witnesses corrolHMiited their 
testimony with equal emphasis us re¬ 
garded Lesurques. but were doubtful 
nlwnt tluenot. The latter succeeded In 
establishing a satisfactory alibi and 
was released. The former s attempted 
illhi seemed to break down badly 
when the daybook of the Jeweler. Iji 
grand, to whom lie swore lie had sold 
a bill of goods on the very day of the 
murder, was produced in court and the 
date of the charge was round to have' 
been altered. 

In vain the jeweler protested that 
the first date was a mistake, which lie- 
bad Immediately corrected, aud he ami 
all the other witnesses for Iwsurque* 
were . looked u|ton as self convicted 
perjurers.

Money Is now 
represented universally by bank notes 
and checks, hut the majority of living i 
Californians remember the days be¬ 
fore tlie resumption of specie pay-« 
meat when legal teuder was not cur¬ 
rent money ou the Pacific slope aud 
weut save gold eagles, double 
eagles aud half eagles. When the Bank 
| of California opened ita doors of ■ 
morning there was always the sight of 
the officials bringing trays of gold coin 
from the safe to tables In the rear of 
the counter. Each tray held $10,000, 
and the weight of the gold was thirty- 
one pounds four ounces. Sometimes 
nn official would carry two trays, and 
there were strong clerks who could 
carry three trays, but ou their heads, 
not in their arms. Callfornlkns, there 
fore, are exceptions to the curious fact 
that the world at large has begun to 
confound gold and money, and this 
confusion of Ideas comes out curiously 
iu modern fiction. Writers either 
make men unable to carry targe sums 
of gold or they make them carry enor¬ 
mous amounts as if gold weighed no 
more than greenbacks. 

A conspicuous error of this kind will 
be found In Marion Crawford's story. 
"The Heart of Rome,” where two 
workmen propose to blackmail a Ro¬ 
man princess.
